THB UNIVERSITY. 


TUe State University closed yesterday. 


The session has been one of the most sue- 
cesBlul in maoy ways ot any in its biuory 
In the neighborhood ot one hundred and 
fifty students haTO been enrolled, exclusive 
of tho«» in the Normal training depart- 
ment. The policy of the faonlty has beet 
conservative to a marked degree, and while 
there might be a chunco for criticism in 
some particulars, in general the coarse 
pursued has been commendable. 


The University is an institution in which 


every citizen »f the State haa an interest, 
and criticisms upon it should b« of a nature 
to correct existing abuses and the improve- 
ment of its field for usefulness. 
With an 


appropriation of over $30,000 a year from 
the General Government, and between 
$20,000 and $25,0000 per y»ar from the 
Stale, the people have a right to «pect 
adequate returns for this ontlay in an in- 
stitution where the youto of Nevada can 
receive just as good educational facilities as 
they can anywhere else on the coast. If 
they cannot, then the proper objects of the 
institution are subverted. 


At Harvard University the actual cost of 


tuition for each pupil is $150 per year, and 
this is the highest almost of any of the 
greater colleges in America. At the State 
Univornity of Nevada, the State, and Gov- 
ernment pnys for the tuition of each pupil 
thbre enrolled $366 66 p>>r year. 
Have 


not the people of Nevudu then a right to 
expect thai their children shall, if attend- 
ing there, receive exceptional advantages? 


The <<rpat need of the State University in 


a chair of English. If there Wtre any 
orit icisms to be made npoa the iuBtitntfon as 
now conducted, it is that this subject baa 
not received tne attention its importance 
demands. Of what good is a knowledge of 
the suhsller principles of mathematics, 
analjtioa and calculus, if the possessor 
cannot frama accurately an English sen- 
tence; if his knowledge of grammar is so 
faulty that it leads him into innumerable 
offences noon good English; if ho cannot 
spell correctly. 


Thpre bhould not be a diploma granted 


by any institution in the land, to a student 
who cannot use accurately his mother 
tongue. Yet *ith how little importance is 
this subject considered in comparison with 
the stuff and nonsense that is often 
crowded into n student's brain. Hence the 
•aying that it takes years to unlearn a col- 
lege training so as to be of any use as a 
citizen in the world. It seems that in our 
college courses the same attention could be 
given with proat to history, political econ- 
omy, civil government and law ns well as 
English, that is now lavished upon higher 
mathematics and the dead languages. 
It 


is a fallacy that has been urged upon a 
credulous peop'.B long enough, thnt the 
mental training derived from the study of 
the dead languages is only to ba obtained 
by pouring over Latin adionas and Greek 
roots. Just aa if such intellectual disci- 
pline could not be obtained from tbe study 
of subjects that -when acquired have in- 
trinsic value, as well. 
\Vhenevnr a pupil 


is graduated from college, tbnnah he may 
have mastered Sanscrit and the most ab- 
struse elements of mathematics, if he can- 
not 
spell, 
if 
he 
ciunot 
construct 


good English sentences, if he has not a 
knowledge of general history, if he does 
not understand ths principles underlying 
social and political science and ethios, is 
not that which he has attained so far as it 
i« of any value, but as sounding brass and 
a tinkling cymbal. 


The name of John Buasell Young is as- 


sooiattd with the mission to China, and 
Denby's recall and Young's appointment 
•would not surprise those who try to keep 
informed on affairs of the State Depart- 
ment. Republicans think that the Presi- 
dent should recall Denby, especially since 
he is net a credit to the nation, and as 
Young was oab'ed his dismissal from the 
New Yo-k Herald a few days ago and is 
now in Washington at liberty to entertain 
any proposition m*de him, the rumor of 
his appointment is given a strong coloring 
of truth. 


Xhe cause of Young's rupture with the 


Herald is peculiar. Shortly after General 
Bogtr A. Iryor's appointment to the Bench 
in New York, Young gave a dinner in. bis 
honor, not knowing that his act was a slap 
in James Gordon Bennett's face. 


Nearly thirty yenra ago when Pryor was 


in CougrekB, he made aa envenomed attack 
upon the senior Bennett. The latter ID- 
terp-eted part of his remarks aa imputa- 
tions upon his wife. 
A deadly hatred ex- 


isted between the two men from that time 
and when the old Herald editor s,died his 
•on inherited the legacy of hatt\ 
Upon 


hearing of the dinner, Bennett, who was in 
Paris, asked for an explanation. None 
was forthcoming, and a peremptory dis- 
charge followed. 


WOMEN IN MEN'S CLUBS. 


Soino Swell New Torlt and Boston Cloba 


Make Special Provision for Them. 
A veritable revolution ia slowly taking 


place in the realms of clubdom. If any 
one had suggested the possibility of ladies 
being received in aristocratic male dubs 
a f ow years ago he -would have been con- 
sidered a most promising candidate for 
Bedlam. Despite this fact, two of the 
most fashionable and eselnsirve clubs in 
Now York city and one club of the same 
character in Brooklyn make provision 
for the reception and entertainment of 
the wives and daughters of their mem- 
bers; a third New York club will soon 
be added to tho list of the clubs which 
have sanctioned the innovation, and 
other clubs are looking in that direction. 


The revolution was started by the 


famous Somerset club, of Boston, than 
which there is no more exclusive and 
conservatiue club organization in Amer- 
ica. 
This club among clubs decided 


about eight years ago to fit up a suite of 
rooms exclusively for the accommodation 
of ladles, and provided a private entrance 
to this suite of rooms, which are entirely 
isolated from other parts of the club.

permitted to introduce other ladies as 
her guests, the sole restriction being that 
she should in her own handwriting en- 
ter the names of her guests in a book 
kept for the purpose. The innovation 
w.on the immediate approval of the so- 
cial circles so largely represented in the 
Somerset club, and speedily became one 
of the distinctive features of that organ- 
ization. 


"When the Hamilton club, of Brooklyn, 


was incorporated it adopted this feature, 
and * shortly after, when the Lawyers' 
club was established in the Equitable 
building, the same system was adopted 
on a much broader scale. The Lawyers' 
club set aside private dining rooms, a 
public dining room, a ladies' parlor, 
boudoir and bathroom for the use of 
wives and daughters of its members, 
and subsequently placed them in charge 
of experienced ladies' maids, who are al- 
ways in attendance. No gentleman is 
ever admitted to these rooms unless he 
is accompanied by a lady. Upon his 
election to the Lawyers' club a member 
fills out a blank with the names of the 
ladies of his family to whom he wishes 
to have the privileges of the club ex- 
tended. 
The names so entered are copied upon 


a register, and thereafter the ladies 
named by tho member have the freedom 
of the suite of rooms set apart for the 
use of their sex. They can gain admit- 
tance to these rooms at any time during 
the day, can meet other ladies there by 
appointment, can lunch or dine there, or 
can entertain friends at luncheon if they 
so desire. No check is ever presented to 
them, but the amount of indebtedness 
which they incur is charged to the mem- 
ber of the club at whose instance they 
are introduced. 
The somewhat remarkable departure 


has worked admirably, and has given 
entire satisfaction to the most conserva- 
tive members of the club. A somewhat 
similar custom is in vogue at the rooms 
of the Biding club, and there, too, it has 
met with favor. Although the fact is 
not generally known, a proposition to 
buy the house on Twenty-first street, 
next to the Dix property, on which the 
annex to the Union club is now build- 
ing, and to fit it up for the use of the 
wives and daughters of the Union club 
men, 
was broached at the time of the 


Union club's acquisition pf the Dix prop- 
erty. 
The proposition did not go through, to 


be sure, but the mere fact that it was 
made in so conservative a club as the 
Union club shows the hold which the 
innovation introduced by the Somerset 
club has taken on club men. That it will 
be generally adopted by the better class 
of social clubs before many years there 
can be little doubt. And that it will tenc 
to mitigate the asperity with -which 
the feminine sex regards the clubs to 
whiah their husbands and brothers be- 
long there can be less doubt,—New York 
Sun. 


Pictures of Beauties. 


Remarkable success has been attained 


by Professor Ahn, of Breslau, in apply- 
ing photography to fix tho indications ol 
different diseases of the eye. Another 
contribution to one of the newest depart- 
ments of science are Professor Fischer's 
photographs of cultivations of luminous 
bacteria, which were photographed by 
their own light, the views giving evi- 
dence of tho constant movement in 
which the tiny organisms are unceasing- 
ly engaged. One of the greatest anthro- 
pologists of the century in Paris haa 
been making a collection of the various 
types of mankind, and he does it by 
means of the photograph. 


He inclines to the opinion that the 


type or origin, the race to which the 
party originally belonged, is better pre- 
served among women than among men 
He has therefore made his collection 
from among women, and to increase its 
attractiveness and value he has an- 
nounced his intention to choose only 
beautiful women for his types. Apropos 
of this idea a prominent photographer 
proposes to. appeal to photographers for 
selection and contribution of a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the representa- 
tive women whom they consider the 
most beautiful, so that a, collection can 
be made which will be handed down to 
posterity as representing the standard 
types of beauty in the Nineteenth cent- 
ury.—New York Commercial Advertiser.
